CHAMBERLAIN TO KEEP HIS ULSTER EN- 
GAGEMENT IN OCTOBER. 


The Chinese Concessions to an American 
Syndicate Alleged to be Exaggerated— 
French and English Competition—Par- 

nellites Irritated Killed in 

Turkestan for Offensive - Conduct—The

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Loypon, September 1.—Chamberilain will 
start for America in November. Contrary to 
general expectation he has decided to keep his 
engagement to speak in Ulster in October. 
The opinion here is that he has shown wonder- 
ful cleverness in getting ont of a difficult situ- 
ation. Just when the Liberals thought they 
had him in an awkward position, he has 
slipped neatly through their fingers. 
The Daily News says he has 
thrown up the sponge. It would 
be more correct to say that he is simply rest- 
ing with a view to continuing the fight at the 
most convenient moment to himself. The 
general approval of his appointment from 
a business point of view is remark- 
able testimony to Chamberiain’s pow- 
ers of negotiating, as he isnot personally 
popular with any political section. I 
had a talk last night with an En- 
glish authority on Chinese matters. 
In his opinion the Chinese concessions to 
America have been exaggerated. He says no 
English banker would ever have concluded 
arrangements with China in which payment is 
to be made in silver. He thinks that China 
has concluded an arrangement of great advan- 
tage to herself and little substantial gain to 
the American negotiators. I give his opinion 
for what i¢ may be worth. Meanwhile 
there is likely to be competition 
between England and France for railway con- 
cessions in the Southwestern provinces of 
China. The opening up of Affnam to French 
enterprise is an entirely unexpected coup and 
will probably be met on the British side by an 
attempt to open up railway communication 
with China through the shore States of North 
Burmah.

Facts About the Sale of the 
Express Plant. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPaTor. 

New York, September 1.—When the sale of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Express was announced 
yesterday, as stated in a telegram to the Post- 
DISPATCH, Wall street at once understood that 
shis implied that the Baltimore & Ohio Tele- 
graph Company would drop into the hands of 
the Western Union. The full purport of the 
transaction was not, however, divulged until 
lastnight, when it became known that the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad itself had virtually 
passed out of the control of President Robert 
Garrett. Itis now stated that the Baltimore 
& Ohio Telegraph has been carried on ata 
heavy loss to the railroad company. The 
chief officials of the telegraph company were 
drawn from the Western Union service at 
thely own terms, Bates receiving $15,000 a 
yea and Mr. Zeublin at Chicago, $8,000 a year. 
Great energy has been displayed in extending 
the telegraph system, but the expenses have 
been very heavy and the business unre- 
mune@rative. The Philadelphia extension has 
also Been a heavy weight upon the railroad 
company. It is stated that it does not pay op- 
erating ¢xpenges,and that altogether the com- 
pany has to meet a deficit of $1 ,000,00u a year 
on this score, The general business of the 
co y has meanwhile suffered, and the 
anny of its roadbed and equipment dete- 
riorated, 

It is stated that when Mr. Garrett went 
abroad he endeavored to make some financial 
arrangements to prosecute his plans and found 
himself confronted by a combination of infiu- 
ential banking interests who were determined 
to stop the competition among the 

TRUNK LINES AND TELEGRAPH COMPANIES 
that bad been depressing stock values. The 
syndicate headed by Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
which has brought the New York Central and 
Pennsylvania Railroad into harmonious rela- 
tions and which has made it the present policy 
of the Reading road and to be in accord with 
the policy of the Pennsylvania road, con- 
trolled the situation. His negotiations with 
Ives and the subsequent developments aided 
materially in prejudicing foreign banking 
houses against further loans. Among other 
things it is stated that Mr. Garrett has lost 
heavily by the failure of bis attempt to con- 
solidate the gas companies of Baltimore, and 
found his financial resources § inadequate 
te meet the obligations of bis company. 


The gale of the Baltimore & Ohio Express 
is understood to have been forced by the ne- 
cessity of meeting heavy obligations maturing 
on Monday of this week. The express com- 
any is said to have cleared over $700,000 profit 
ast year and was the most valuable avuilable 
asset of the pom pany: It was disposed of at 
the sacrifice price of $2,500,000. This, it is un- 
derstood, implies the sale of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Telegraph as goons it can be severed 
from the general liabilities of the company. 
OTHER INTERESTS TO BE SOLD. 
Itisnow announced that Mr. Garrett has 
felt himself constrained by the exigencies of 
the situation to place himself in the hands of 
the syndicate which negotiated the terms of 
accommodation between the Pennsylvania 
and New York Central systems, and which 
controls the Reading roads. One of the condi- 
tions is stated to be that he shall resign the 
presidency of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, 
which virtually passes under the control af 
the syndicate, and will be man 
mony h the Pennsylvania Railroad inter- 
ests. At the oe Satis the way is 
opened a @onsolidatio 
mterests bien may eventually nclude the 
cable eompanles, as well as the land lines, it 
being the object of the powerful financial in- 
terests concerned to put an end to railroad 
and telegraph wars. As regurds President 
Garrett, personaliy, the opinion is freely ex- 
pressed that he muy stay abroad for an in- 
definite period. Nothing is yet mentioned as 
to who his successor will be, put it is under- 
stood that it will be some prominent railroad 
man who will devote his attention to the im- 
provement of the company.

BALTIMORE, Md., Septtember 1.—The Balti- 
more & Ohio Express to-day passed into the 
hands of the United States Company, and its 
employes were notified of the change. There 


will be, for the present at least, no changes in 
the — es, and reports will be made to the 
Gener anager as heretofore. Speaking of 
the sale, Mr. John K. Cowan, counsel for 
the Baltimore & Ohio Company, said: ‘‘The 
statement that the Baltimore & Ohio Express 
has been sold to the United States Express 
Company is not correct. There has been 
simply a contract entered into between the 
two companies by which the United States Ex- 
press is torunthe Baltimore & Ohio for thirty 
years, for which the former is to pay the latter 
company a certain percentage oi the earn- 
ings.’’ He declined to say what the percent- 
age will be. 


President Piatt Talks. 


New YORK, September 1.—In speaking of the 
purchase of the Baltimore & Ohio Express, ex- 
Senator Thomas ©. Platt, president of the 
United States Express Company, said: ‘‘We 


have bought the Baltimore & Ohio Express 
Company with its plant and all its privileges, 
franchises and contfacte with other lines, for 
a period of thirty years. The negotiations for 
the sale were 12 by Mr. Kobert Garrett with 
myself shortly before Mr. Garrett sailed for 
Europe. The sale was made afew days ago, 
Mr. Samuel Spencer, Vice-President of the 
Baltimore & Ohio, acting for the express com- 
pany- I must decline to say what price was 
paid. That is entirely a private matter. We 
take posseseion of the express company to- 
morrow, and shall run itunder its present 
management and its present name. The 
terms of the purchase as rumored on the 
street are not at all correct. 

Vice-President Spencer of the Baltimore & 
Ohio said in discussing the matter: All there 
is to it is that we decided to go out of the ex- 
ress bus ness and decided to sell to the United 
tates Express Company, becauee that com- 
pany has more stations on or near eur rail. 
road system than has any other 2 — and 
thus our railroad will profit most by their bus- 
mess. 

Wall street was inclined to jump to the con- 
clusion that other of the Baltimore & Ohio 
properties had been sold, especially the tele- 
graph, but no confirmation of these views 
could be obtained.

LIEUT. JULIUS H. WEBER’S REPLY TO GEN. 
GREELY’S CHARGES. | 


The Court-Martial Reconvenes To-Day— 
Judge Cooley Rebukes the Pittsburg 
Wholesale Grocers—The Caroline Islands 
Outrage—The Ceinage for August—Uni- 
form Classification Proposed by the 
Civil-Service Commission. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPaToRr. 
WASHINGTON, D. C. ,September1.—The court- 
martial in the case of Lieut. Julius H. Weber 
of the Signal Corps, which was adjourned on 
Tuesday, reconvened at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Lieut. Mitchell, Adjutant to Gen. Greely, 
Chief Signal Officer, was put upon the stand 
after the objection of counsel to the admis- 


sion of evidence covering the period 
prior to the ineumbency of Gen. Greely 
had been overruled by the Court. Lieut. 


Mitchell identified the several letters of in- 
struction issued to Lieut. Weber, defining his 
duties and the replies received from him. The 
instructions have been described in these dis- 
patches. Lieut. Weber's replies allege that 
he was occupied in the duty of repair- 
ing telegraph lines and in other 
affairs that he considered of para- 
mount importance to the duty of making 
the reports, which were rendered at the ear- 


liest possible moment. He alleges that the 
large amount of routine work and the slight 
assistance rendered by other members of the 
corps caused the clerical work of this post to 
fallbehind. He also states that he suffered 
frequently from exposure and hardship inci- 
dent to the service in the rigorous climate 
of Woods Holl and vicinity. e was often 
confined to his bed and several times performed 
clerical labor while so confined. Upon re- 
ceiving a letter from the Signal Office com- 
plaining of continuous dereliction in forward- 
ing monthly reports, he requested the ap- 
polntment of a court of inquiry, which re- 
quest Gen. Greely refused to indorse, on the 
ground that it ‘‘would not conduce to the 
good of the public service. 


Judge Cooley and the Grocers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 1.—Recently 
an association of wholesale grocersin Pitts- 
burg filed with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission a protest against any change, as asked 
by New York shippers, in the present system 
of freight classification as between carloads 
onthe one hand, and smalier quantities on 
the other; but added that they deemed it 
‘‘unnecessary to enter into any argument on 
the subject, other than to say that the said 
classification is, in their opinion, just and fair 
to all concerned.’’ 

Judge Cooley, acknowledging the receipt of 
the letter, comments as follows upon the dis- 


inclination occasionally manifested by parties 
in interest to argue their cases before the Com- 
mission: 

Allow me to say that this course is neither 
fair to the Commission nor business-like. Any 
such question as is presented by the New 
York petitions has two sides. One side 
will be stronely presented by the petitioners 
and all the considerations advanced which will 
tellin theirfavor. You appear to assume that 
the Commission will infallibly discover the con- 
siderations bearing on the otherside, and you 
refrain from giving assistance. I beg to re- 
mind you that it you treated your lawsuits in 
the same way, you would generally get beaten 

when justice was on your side, TheCourt 

the actes of the parties and it will get 
but imperfect views without it. You may 
think tie railroads will present all that can be 
said, but this is ave unsafe reliance; they 
may think it for their interest, before the cases 
are concluded, to yield to the petitioners’ 
claims. Railroads make frequent changes in 
their classification, and for aught we know 
they may be perfectly willing to make the 
one now demanded. The Commission 16 
exceedingly desirous to administer the 
new law justly and according to its spirit. 
But in order to do this it is necessary tbat it 
have assistance from such persons as are able 
to render it. And when citizens deliberately 
withhold such assistance, they will be fairly 
estopped, if they find that decisions are made 
to their detriment, from making any com- 
plaint. It is not inthe nature of things that 
the Commission should not sometime be mis- 
led when only one side of a controversy is 
presefited.’’ 


Uniform Classification. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 1.—The 
Civil-Service Commissioners have under con- 
sideration a plan for.a more uniform classi- 
fication of the clerical force in the Govern- 


ment departments, so that, for instance, a 
copyist whose .salary is $600 per annum 
shall be subject to examination in the 
same way as tue copyist wnose salary is $900 
perannum. The Commissioners desire to re- 
move the discrimination that now exists by 
which positions in one department are ex- 
empted from the civil-service rules, while ex- 
actly similar positiong in another department 
come under the rules. Their purpose is to 
make a clussification upon the duties required 
rather than upon the compensation paid.

EXTRAORDINARY MIDSUMMER TRADE IN 
ST. LOUIS WHOLESALE HOUSES. 


Ghort Food Supply Bushes Prices Up 200 


and 300 Per Cent—Effects of the Drouth 
and Under-Production—C. C. Rainwater 
Ascribes the Increase to Natural Growth 


the Western Land Boom Does for 86. 
Louis—An Improvement Fever—The Pig 
Iron Test. 


The trade of St. Louis forthe year 1887 bids 
fair to outstrip all other years by a percentage 
too large to be ascribed wholly to natural 
growth. The business of the summer is es- 
pecially large, and hardly any wholesale 
house in the city but is working its employes 
in the shipping department over time. 
August is usually a time for vaca- 
tions In thése establishments, but clerks com 
plain that vacation rules have been suspended 
this year in most establishments, and extra 
services are required of them. Business, as- 
suredly, never was better in the city than itis 
now and has been throughout the summer. In 
comparison with fall months in former 
years, July and August, 1887, will 
show quite favorably. Business should 
be good in the fall and generally is, but an 
extraordinary volume inthe summer months 
is bound to attract attention. Each line has 


reasons of its own for the increase. In some it 
is claimed to be on account of exten- 
sion of trade, driving into new ter- 
ritory; otbers have more special reasons. 
The regularly printed statements of receipts 
and shipments of goods at Louis show great 
growth ofthe volume of trade, and the in- 
crease in bank clearings has been noteworthy. 
DWIGHT TREDWAY 

of the Greeley- Burnham Grocer Company this 
morning ascribed. the great increase in the 
grocery trade to a shortage of the 
food ‘supply. ‘‘Many people who have 
been inclined to laugh at the stories of a short 
food supply now begin to think there is some- 
thing in them, aid. Wheat, corn and 
oats may be ab ant but when wecome to 
minor products there is a difference. With 
the exception of flourand hog products, all 
kinds of food have advanced from 25 to 100 per 
cent over prices ruling a year ago, and seem 
likely to go higber.’’ 1 

To what do you ascribe this shortage? 

„„To the drouth for one thing. That is a 
very obvious reason, but there is another. Up 
to three or four years ago there was an over- 
production of canned goods as of every- 
thing else. The factories then began to 
limit their production, and gradually the 
consumption bas xsrown equal to and 
has surpassed the production. The drouth 
causedacall for canned goods earlier than 
was expected and stocks began to be ex- 
hausted. Every vear we have carried over 
huge stocks, and so have all others dealing in 
our lines. This year we wul not 
0 over a single can, and are having 
h work to fillorders. I never saw such a 
demand for goods. The stocks were exhausted 
suddenly and the demand became immense 
and pressing. We receive telegrams con- 
— from dealers who are in pressing need 
of goods. Prices advance almost daily but 
there is no consequent falling off in the urgency 
of buyers. The packing will of course be 
short this year on account of the drouth, and 
there is a bad outlook for poor people. 

„How do the prices of goo compare 
with last year?’’ 

„New dried apples shows a wonderful ad- 
vance. Last yeur they were worth 2 cents; 
this year the price is up tos cents. Rice has 
advanced h a cent in three days, and 1 cent in 
thirty days. Prunes isa staple article, show- 

Ing usually but little variation, but within a 
week the advance bas been 20 percent. Pota- 
toes were at 35 cents a year ago, and now are 
at 75 cents. No. 8 mackerelis an example 
of the increase. The price was from 
& to $5 a year ago; now it is $13. The advance 
in thirty days on all the goods we handle, ex- 
clusive of flour, brooins, woodenware, etc., 
is 25 per cent, and the advance on canned 
oods in sixty days has been 50 per cent near- 

y all the way through; no Une of canned 
goods shows a less advance than 25 per cent.’’

‘‘Larger than any year we bave had since 
1888, and that 2 is promised an eclipse. The 
exhaustion of country dealers’ stocks, to 
which I referred, is having that effect.’’ 

C. C. RAINWATER 
of Rainwater, Boogher & Co. had noticed the 
large business of the summer months and 
ascribed it wholly to natural growth. lu the 
hat trade, be said, St. Louis has larger 
stocks than New York. It was formerly the 
custom for dealers in Missouri and Kansas to 
go to New York for their stocks, but they have 
come — — to know this market and that 
trade has been brouxghtto us. I have been in 
business here twenty years and do not know 
of a year we did not have an increase of busi- 
ness. The growth this year thus far hus 
been about 20 ad cent over last year, but a 
comparison of the months of July and August 
for and 1887 would show an increase in 
favor of this year much larger than 20 per 
cent.

Bank- 
Examiner Richards will arrive to-day 
and make an official investigation in- 
to the losses of the  inatitution. 
From facts that have deen learned, 
Treasurer Kelly and other bank officers are 
led to accept an entirely new theory regardin 
the robbery. It was t ugh yesterday tha 
McNeilly must have studi the combination 
to the steel chest inside the inner safe at some 
previous time, while the treasurer was absent, 
and had kept his secret until his plans were 
fully developed. To-day the bank officials 
think McNeilly confiscated the bonds on the 
lat of August, while engaged in 
cutting coupons, and that he did not 
wet access to the security vault 
on the day heleft the bank. What disposal 
he has made of the negotiable bonds since 
August 1 is not known, but he had 
been making frequent trips to Port- 
land of late, and it is supposed he 
had been taking steps toward selling. The 
$8,500 which he stole was all the cash drawer 
in the safe contained, but had he succeded 
in working the combination of tho 
steel chest he could have taken millions of 
money and negotiable securities. This makes 
it seem all the more probable that he did not 
open the chest, but had stolen the bonds on 
the firstof August, when the coupons were 
cut. In piace of the package of bonds stolen 
he left a dummy in the shape of a peesege of 
old letters so that ata glance the pile of bonds 
would not have awakened suspicion. 


A DRUNKARD’S BLOODY DEED. 


Thomas Joyce Murders His Wife and 
Wounds His Daughter. 


PirrsBuRG, Pa., September 1.—Thomas 
Joyce, a vegetable peddier, living on Old 
avenue, fatally shot his wife and seriously 
wounded his daughter, aged 18 years, shortly 
after 1 o’clock this afternoon. Joyce had 
been drinking hard for several months, and 
was frequently before the Mayor for abusing 
his family. This morning he started out 


to sell his horse and wagon, but failing todo 
so returned home at noon. His wife and 
daughter were washing clothes when he came 
in and no particular attention was paid to him. 
Without any warning he drew a revolver and 
fired four shots in quick succession. Two of the 
bullets struck Mrs. Joyce and the other twoen- 
tered the body of the daughter. Both fell bieed- 
ing tothe floor and the would-be murderer 
then turned coolly from the house and started 
down the street. Before he had gone far, 
however, he was captured and taken tothe 
Central Station. He was somewhat under 
the influence of liquor, but did not 
appear much concerned at the terrible 
deed. He stated that as he could not sell 
his horse and wagon, he had determined to 
exterminate his family and then kill bimself. 
Mrs. Joyce is unconscious and will die. One 
ball entered her brain and the other lodged in 
herthigh. The daughter has an ugly wound 
in her side and another in her hip. Her con- 
dition is quite serious, but it is thought she 
will recover.

MES, JEANNETTE M THURBER ANNOUNCES 
THE PLANS OF ITS PROMOTERS. 


The Enterprise to Remain in Abeyance Un- 
til All Difficulties Are Settled—The Na- 
tional Conservatory of Music to Con- 
tinue Its Work—Chat of the Stage—Pass- 
ing Events in the Dramatic World— 
Organization of a Wagner Society in 
New York—Amusement Notes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

New Ton, September 1.—Mrs. Jeannette M. 
Thurber, the projector of the National Opera, 
furnishes the following statement of the 
plans of the enterprise: ‘‘Atter the most ma- 
ture consideration of all the facts we have 
come to the conclusion that the best interests 
of the National Opera will be consulted by 
that institution remaining in abeyance for 
some months. The articles comprising the 
plant have been sold under a mortgage given 
for money advanced, but we are assured that 
they may be placed at the disposal of a new 
organization upon terms which will not be 
onerous. A few words on these points to 
the public: We think we have a right to ex- 
pect, and such we now entrust to 
the well-tried courtesy for which we have so 
often had occasion to thank you. In spite of 
every effort, and the most generous ones have 
been made, there still remains a considerable 
debt owing by the National Opera Company. 

THE PAYMENT OF THIS DEBT 
at present is, unfortunately, impossible. To 
undertake additional liabilities by resuming 
operations now would greatly increase exist- 
ing difficulties and be manifestly open to grave 
censure from whatever point of view the 
matter may be looked at.

Weentertain the hope that within a 
ew months we may see our way clear to tak- 
ing at least the first — toward a thorough- 
ly satisfactory resumption of this national 
work, when the original idea of opera, given 
in their mother tongue by ay -speaking 
artists, would be curried out the fullest 
possible extent. We have already entered 
into an optional contract with one of the most 
DISTINGUISHED CONDUCTORS IN EUROPE, 


and we have this gentleman’s assurance 
that his services are at our dis- 
posal whenever required. Besides this 


work of the opera, a National Conservatory, 
or to speak more correctly, the first branch of 
such, has beenin operation forthe past two 


years. This National Conservatory we intend 
to see maintained and developed un- 
til, as we hope, it may be second 


to none of its kind. In another year it 
will have finished the training of a number of 
young artists, and those among them who 80 
desire and who are fitted for such a position 
will find, we trust, an opportunity of provin 

at once what talents they are possesse 

of, in the continuance of the National 
opera. We are confident that la spite of all 
drawbacks the public will eventually be 
brought to see how noble a work has not 
merely been attempted but in alarge degree 
accomplished. That such a work should be 
allowed to lapse from any cause whatever 
would be deplorable and should certainly be 
avoided by every available ans. For the 
organization, JEANNETTS M. THURBER.’’ 


Chat of the Stage. 


The suit of Wm. R. Hayden against Thomas 
W. Keene, to restrain him from using the 
name under which he has become familiar to 
the public and his success as a tragedian has 


been gained, is one of the topics in the theatri- 
cal profession. It is regarded as queer to say 
the least, and members of the profession who 
have known Keene for any length of time only 
laugh atit. Hayden, it will be remembered, 
states that Keene's name was LEazleston, 
which is true, and that in 1880 he 
was looking around for a tragedian 
and Eagleston, who was then a stock-actor in 
the Boston Theater, was recommendedjto him. 
He engaged him, gave him the name of Thos. 
W. Keene, ‘‘stuked’’ him and fitted him out to 
appearin Shakespearian roles. Part of this 
is true and partis not. The tragedian had the 
name of Keene long before Hayden ever 
thought of making a star of him. He assumed 
the name early in his career, and during his 
engagement with the California Theater, the 
Kiralfys and the Boston Theater he was 
known as Keene. It is asserted also that 
Hayden does not even possess the credit of 
discovering Keene, but Harry Phillips, Kate 
Castleton’s husband, attempted to star him 
first, but did not have the money moments 
and 4 — to Hayden, who borrowed the 
capi rom W. W. Cole. 


Hayden was undoubtedly a good manager 
and contributed in no small degree to the suc- 
cess of Mr. Keene. But he should be satisfied 
with what he deserves and he is rapidly wip- 
ing out all the obligations that he has placed 
on Keene by giving him useless trouble. 
Shortly after Keene retired because of his 
stroke of paralysis, Hayden in an 
interview stated that he never would 
be able to return to the stage, and now his suit 
is brought justat the yy the season 
when, if any damage is to be done, it will be 
reatest.

Keene this year, and Mr. Wm.G. Smyth of 
this city is his business manager.

The Chicago Board of Trade’s New Organ- 
ization—Bucket-Shop War. 


OHICAGO, II., September 1.—The Merchants’ 
League of the Board of Trade of Chicago, an 
organizationsimilar in character to the one 
now in operation on the New York Stock 
Exchange, was started by members 
of the Board of Trade yesterday. 
The organization was effected after

HENRY VILLARD. 


The Once Powerful Capitalist Engineers a 
Big Wall Street Transaction. 


By Telegranh to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, September 1.—Henry Villard is 
again becoming a conspicuous figure in Wall 
street. His career is one of startling changes. 
Once a newspaper correspondent, a few years 
later he became one of the most conspicuous 
tinanciers in America. He managed the larg- 
est and most successful ‘‘blind pool’’ in the 
history of Wall street. He raised the Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Company into promi 


nenceand he drove the golden spike that 
completed the Northern Pacific Road. 
His name still attaches to those 
properties. At one time he Was 
President of four powerful corporations. 
Early in 1884, however, disaster overtook him. 
He was compelled to resign the Presidency of 
the Northern Pacific and of the other comps- 
nies. His magnificent palace opposite St. 
Patrick's Cathedral passed into the hands of 
his creditors and Mr. Villard returned to his 
native country. 

A few months ago he again landed in New 
York and took small offices in the Mills Buiid- 
ing. It was announced that he was acting as 
the agent of German capitalists and investors. 
Yesterday he completed one of the Diggest 
transactions that has recently taken place in 
Wallstreet. He purchased fur the syndicate 
he represents $6,000,000 worth of securi- 
ties owned by the Oregon Transcontinental 
Company, of which Mr. Villard was formerly 
President, but whichis now underthe direc- 
tion of Elijah Smith. Itisdeclared that Ore- 
gon Transcontinental has been hard pressed 
or 7 4 of late. It had loans to meet and 
this sale is the consequence. This sale in- 
cluded $3,000,000 of Oregon Navigation bonds 
and $1,000,000 9 Navigation stock and an 
option on $2,000, additional Oregon Naviga- 
tion stock. It is understood that this sale car- 
ries with itthe agreement that Villard is to 
havea seat in the directory and possibly to 
succeed Smith as President, and many inter- 
ested predict that it will not be long before 
Villard is at the head of the very companies 
from which he resigned in 1884. 

The announcement of thia transaction and 
of the sale of the Baltimore & Ohio Express 
Company occasioned a very strong stock mar- 
ket yesterday. oregon Transcontinental ad- 
vanced 2% per cent, Oregon Navigation, 5%; 
Northern Pacific,1%, and Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred, 5% Thesale of thesecurities relieves 
the Oregon Transcontinental of its embarrass- 
ment. The company still holds a controlling 
interest in the Oregon Navigation.
